Also  from  An  "  Art  to  suppress  Vice 
iml  immorality.  “That  neither  shoot¬ 
ing.  fishing,  (except  by  seine,  in  certain 
provided  tin*  by  statute),  sport i nig 
hunting,  gaming,  racing,  or  frequenting 
of  tippling  houses,  or  interludes  or  plays, 
dancing,  singing,  fiddling  or  other  .init 
sic  for  thr  soke  of  merriment ,  or  any 
plsiyiugat  foot  ball,  fives,  ninepins,  liowls, 
long  bullets  or  quoits,  nor  any  other  kind 
of  playing,  sports,  pastimes  or  diver¬ 
sions  shall  pe  done,  perlbrmed,  used  or
